None ot the bodies has been 
covered, and it is believed it will be 
necessary to divert tho cliannel of the 
river before they can be secured. 

The news was slow in reaching the 
ontiida world. The nearest telegraph 
oOoa 4s at Crystal FaUa. six miles 
rnmir, and titoogh a ndlrbad track runs 
into the liansiliBd mine oamp, it was 
only used to haul ont ore and bring in 
supplies. A courier carried the news 
to Crystal Falls, but not until then was 
the news sent abroad. It is believed to 
have been the worst disaster that ever 
ooa n rred in the Lake gnpevior iron 
teglen. 

The Mansfield mine is located seven 
miles west of Marquette. It is one of 
the Schluaiiiiiger group, and Is opera ted 
by Gorrigan Ives of Cleveland. The 
a^aa reaches ont tmder the river, but 
ths sar^ between the workings and the 
stream was supposed to be of such 
thickness as to make ttif flooding im 
possible, and sicva preoanfckms had 
been takan against a disaster of this 
kind. 

When the night shift went on duty 
It was noticed more water was coming 
into the mine than usual, but no atte 
tion was felt by those at the pnmps. as 
they managed to keep the drifts free. 
The miners pnxsned their work as on 
every night. SnddSaly, a few minutes 
after 7, there was a loud report and an 
overpouriug rush of water and the men 
felt themselves being overwhelmed by 
an atmlanohe of mud, ore and water, 
flojiat oii^a the flood that it y donbt- 
' M Wwtft^ %^i>mu^t\)m nppsr lev 
els had time to run for their lives ib the 
old shaft. Had any of them reached 
the perpendicular opening, however, it 
would have availed them nothing, for 
the shaft known as Na 1 co ll a p se d as 
soon as the water m c h ad and nndsr 
mined its bass. 

This oooorred al neolsdy half past 
9, and it was tlMO known to those in 
charge of the miae that the men in the 
upper levels had been trapped and 
drowned like rats by an accident which 
ha4 long been expected. Had there 
^tjjji tliaa the men ntight have de- 
soanded by some means to the lower 
torsls and cro^wd oTor to Na 8 shaft, 
bnt the inrushing flood earns too fast, 
and it is thought tbatti^Bitof tham met 
death within five minntes. 

The men at work in the lower levels 
were warned in time to escape. A few 
minutes aftert thsgr haar^ fip ontaons 
roar, and at once suspeeting the oaosa, 
dropped their piohs and fled for thslr 
lives. The water, pnrsning as it did, 
the devious course neoeesary in running 
from one level to another was already 
ankle deep In the lower levels when 
the max reached the shaft and were 
drawn np from what seemed certain 
death. 

Th* nawB of the disaster sped on 
swift wings throughout the little ham- 
let and a wild cry of alarm was voiced 
by the inbabitanUi ao they rushed from 
Ihsir hemes and gai^red about the

Bradetreet's Report af Tra>lo 
Poet Werk. 

New York, Sept. 30.— Bradstreot's 
says aside from increased sales ana ship- 
ments of merchandise at a few widely 
separated ot^tprs there has havn no 
general imai&n au tat in the oommercial 
situation this week. It is noteworthy 
that at such points as Chicago and St. 
Louis autumn buying from Jobbers 
maintains the slightly increased pro- 
portions reported last week, although 
the volume of business doing is far 
below the usual average at this season. 

A signifloant feature is found in the 
closing down again of industries at a 
number of points in the west where 
they are recently attfted up after pro- 
longed idleness. But, on the other 
tnd, the Texas drouth has been 
brokan, northwestern banks are advanc- 
ing fnnda freely to handle the grain 
crop, and the south is Uidna oare<a' 
the cotton aa it gats to marfist, while 
in Louisiana the sugar crop is dalming 
and rioe will soon olaim flaandal aid. 

Some results of the reoent monetary 
stringency are found in the extraprdi- 
narily large number of bnsinees failures 
during the last nine months, 11,174, 
which is fully 61 per cent heaTier than 
in nine months a year afo, end M t 
cent heavier thw in a Uks Boraon o 
1891. The UftMitles of limng traders 
this year have run up to tha nnprece 
dented total of tm*wt,W)0, abdht four 
times that of like debts last ysar. 

Exports ot wheat (and flour as wheat \ 
from both coasts of the United States 
and Canada this week equal 8.480,000 
bushels, compared with 4,737,0(10 buuh- 
ehi last week, vntb 4,045jCK)0 in the last 
week of September, 1802, 4nd with 
8,405,000 in l»ttl. 

For nine months this year there are 
reported to Bradstreet 1,833 business 
failures in Canada and Newfoundland, 
only W more than in nine months of 
last year. The total liabilities, howev 
er, are 118.162.000, an increase of about 
41 per cent, and the xssets 17,663,000, a 
gain of 88 per cent. There has been i 
marked falling off in aggregate liabili 
ties in the province of Queoec duri>:<j 
nine months of this year, while quit< 
the reveree is true as to the provlaee of 
Ontario.

KtPT IT A aiORlT. 

The Anarohlut Plot Uiiearthrd in Chicago 
Several Month* Ago. 

Wasiunoti )n. Sept. 80.— When shown 
the cablegram from Vienna, regarding 
the anarchists' plots there, a Chicago 
official who is in this oitysaid it was 
well known to tha Chicago ssocttserv 
ice police that thaanaythlstsot Vienna 
Paris and London wars in oonstaut 
sommnnication with thossof Ksw York 
and Chicago. 

A plot similar to that discovered by 
the poUoo m Vlanna was unearthed in 
Chicago a year nndn half ago, but 
nothing was said about it for fear it 
Blight create a dynanitasoitfe and in 
jure the world's fair. The reds were 
arranging to blow up the city hall a 
Chirago and at the same time to blow 
up several buildings at the world's fair 
"Major William McClaughey, who 
was at that time generalsuperintendeut 
of Chicago police, learned of the affair 
and by vigorous action nipped it in the 
bud. One of his secret service men at- 
tended a number of the anarchist meet- 
ings on Clybonrne avenue and another 
gronp was covered by another officer 
on Wast Lake street At the latter 
place a woman; fanatical on the sub- 
ject of anarchism, volunteered to enter 
the council chambers during a meeting 
of Chicago's common council and dis- 
. charge a big dynamite bomb. She said 
she was willius to sacrifice her own 
life for the good of the cause, if by so 
doins she could destfby ths much hated 
oity fathers. 

"At the Clybonrne avenue meeting, 
which was acting in concert with the 
one on Lake street, the plot was being 
arranged to blow up tne world's fair 
buildings. When Superintendent of 
Police McClaughey heard of these, lie 
put an extra force of detectives on and 
a nuinl)er of the leaders were brought 
to his office. He told them he knew 
there were fanatics among them will- 
ing to sacrifice their Uves for what 
they believed to be the good of man- 
kind. Now,' said McClaughey, 'if 
there is any dynamite throwing by any 
of you we will pay little attention to 
thoiu. but will arrest everyone of you 
leaders and agitators and a bigK^^r 
hanging than ever occurred before in 
Chicago will follow. 

"This plan," continued tho official, 
"had the desired effect ami tlit< rc<]» be- 
came less active. Among the masn 
iuformiilion giilhyred at that time wore 
letters fro)u Parisian nnarchi.sts which 
led to the discovery that ttio bombs 
need by Ravacbol in Paris were fur- 
nished bv the anorcbistti of ('LicM<o>. 
As a result M.ijor McClauf^hi'y opened 
comiiiuiiicHtion with M. Lozt', who was 
then pn.'foct of police of Parin. 

A sort of compact was tht-n fdrimnl 
between M. Loze, Superintendent of 
PolictJ M. Byrne of New York, tli ) 
chief of the Scotland yards Borvice nml 
Major McClaughey. It wa« arraiiL;. ,! 
that whenever any of tho anarch iK is 
agitators l«ft Paris for London, New 
\ork or Chicago, M. Loze was to cable 
the fact to the police of the port to 
which the red wa.s goinc,' so that ho 
could be watchf(l. F.i' h of the l)ef>.>rc- 
mentioned cities wu.'i to do the same for 
Paris, and in this way tho anarchists 
were to be kept under surveillance. It 
was by this cAiUipact that Major Mc- 
Claughey was notified of the fact tliiit 
the Cnicago anarchists had /irrant;t'il to 
bring Prince Krapotkm, the Itu.sniau 
anarchist of London, to Chicngci, and 
he was enabled to prevent his coming'." 

In conclusion the official from Chi- 
cago said that Hempstead Washburno, 
who warf then mayor, found it necensa- 
ry to have a detective secreted about 
his houso on Astor plac« for several 
months during hiu term in office on ao- 
count of the threats made by the an* 
archists to blow it up.

Jf AORio, Sept 80.— The state depart- 
ment here is now investigating a tnost 
interesting claim for indemnity to an 
American citizen which was presented 
recently to Senor Moret. the minister of 
state, by Mr. Hannis Taylor, the United 
States minister to Spain. The memo- 
randum presented by Mr. 'faylor to 
Senor Moret contains the following 
facts: 

A Cuban fllibnsterer called Maiiuo 
Antonio Mora, who took a prominent 
part in the separatist rebellion during 
the time of tne Hpauish republic and 
reign ot King Amadeus, had to fly 
froia Qnbii and take refuge in the 
United States when the mother coun- 
try crushed the rebels. Mora accjuired 
American eitixenship, declared himzelf 
an American anbject and sold all his 
rights and claims for damages against 
SjMin to an American syndicate. 

mora being nnder sentence of death 
asn rabel and his inroperty being de- 
elared iorfeited, Spain made slight ac- 
count of his daiins. Bnt the American 
sTudicate which had bonSfht Mora's 
claims secured diplomatic nelp and in 
1871 the minister of state actually ad- 
mitted the claim as stibjeotabla to dip- 
lomatic disonssi(m. 

The original olaim was for $5,000,000. 
Kobodj bare believes that Mora ever 

fit thfl amount from the syndicate, 
his claim being pressed home in 1880, 
preeiiely when the p r esent Ifinister of 
EKate Senor Mora bdd the same post 
he holds today and Senor Sagast« was 
DreoUsr, there was a most passionate 
(Useirtsn ol ttio point in the chambers. 

na OooseHnMvss. vrtiose spokesman 
on that ossasion was Senor.Lastres, op- 
poeed any recognition of tha (jlAin^ It 
was then shown that Mora's claim was 
InadTatSseble. It was proved that an 
arbitration commission appointed to 
sit on the case on a former occasion had 
decided that as Mora was a subject 
when his property was oenflsoaMid' for 
rebellion, ne oould not legally olaim it 
in his new quality of American citizen. 

High words were used in the cham- 
ber and the press between the Conserv- 
atives and Liberals, but Senor Segasta's 

fovernment carried the votes and 
(era's claim, not for 15,000,000, but for 
11,500,000, was actually included in the 
budget for 1887-«8. It can be alleged 
on behalf of Senor Moret that he only 
admitted the claim on diplomatic 
grounds subject to diplomatic ar- 
rangements, and that Spain con- 
sidered this reduced olaim of 
Mora in his new quality as an Ameri 
can citizen on the understanding 
that the United States would consider 
claims of Spanish citizens for damages in 
the secession wars and also in the Mexi- 
can war with the United States wherein 
Spanish subjects had sustained losses.

At 8 
o'clock the night orewsof switchmen 
and brakemen reported at the yards for 
duty, and ths aay crews reported for 
duty early this morning. 

The local lodt;e8 of the different 
brotherhoods held a meeting at the 
Falls City hall. The engineers, firemen 
and conductors told the striking shoi'- 
men that they need not expeot any help 
from them, and advised all tiia snrikers 
to return to work.

Mr. Oates' Bttt Olflws From Others la 
That It Slmplr "Sospaads" ttae Tax to 
All Nutp* iMued to cirealaSe ae Heaey 

With a Certain ProTUtoa. 

Washinotoh, Sept 80.— The commit* 
tee on banking and currency of the . 
house had a hearing on Mr. dates' bill 
for the repeal of the 10 per cent tax on 

state banks. 

Mr. Oatee' bill differs from others in 
that it simply "suspends" the tax as to 
all notes isHUfd to circulate an money, 
provided there shall first be deposited 
with the state treasurer or otlier safe 
dejKsitorv an amount of lawful mdney 
of the Ijnited states or the scdvent 
bonds of par value of tho state or 
municipalities, equal to the aggregate 
amount of notes ijropoHcd to be issued, 
which shall Iw held as security, aiul 
provided also that tlio at,'Krp<;ate 
amount of such ftntn bank issues shall 
in no case e.xci'ed $5 i)er capita of the 
population of the Htato. 

Colonel Oaten made an elaborate argu- 
ment in favor of his bill, which, he 
said, maintained federal supervision, 
with a limitation aa to what had l)een 
declareil by the courts to be a lawful 
federal tax. 

He was in favor of the absolute re- 
peal of tho law, but there were iiif>ni- 
Ders honestly opposed to that, and he 
would rather have partial relief than 
be denied it altogether. He would have 
no objection to the deposit of the secur- 
itiee with the treasury department of 
the United Stated 

"The advantage to be derived was the 
development of local institutions in* 
parts of the country where national 
banks were not numerous, thus afford- 
ing an easy and constant local flow of* 
money by preventing the present tend- 
ency of sending to congested centers 
what aonsy tMna was in the country. 

Mr. Oates lafd tnAt the power of taxa- 
tion resting In congress cou Id not be 
denied. 'The consntntion granted it. 
Bnt oongrees could and must be trtist- 
ed to not exercise that power to the det- 
riment of the well-being of the state. 

When asked if he favored the nse of 
gold and silver. Mr. Oates replied with 
an emphatio affirmation that be did. 

Discussing the subject of the rate of 
intarest to be pennittM to the banks 
under tha lawv Mr. Oates said ha ob- 
jected to tha Insertion in the bill of a 
reonirement on that subject "Let the 
state attend to that" he said. "Already 
it haa laws against usury; and if we 
can not dm>end upon the people to 
maintain a form of state government 
tha fsdsral government is a failore. and 
we had hsttsr hsgin to ohanga tba form 
andbsimn king or ampswr to rale 
over ns." 

Mr. Oatas then read to tha committee 
n history of tiie impositi<qi of the tax 
npon the eiroulation of state banks. 
Tm Isadng power in this direction had 
nerar bssn szsroissd by the federal 
government until after the beginning 
of the war. More than incidental to 
this was the inception and growth of 
the national bank system, for it was to 
make drsulation of thasa banks de- 
sirable that state bank oironlation was 
taxed. 

Mr. Oatee further gave the course of 
legislation respecting national banks 
np to the preeent time. He charged 
that national banks largely contributed 
to bringing about the recent panic as a 
part of their general scheme to retain 
their influence npon the financial af- 
fairs of the country and upon the legis 
latiou. 

In conclusion Mr. Oates said: "Rer 
mand to the states the ri^ht of which 
they have been robbed for the benefit of 
the national banks, and then the farm- 
ers and laboring peo^de can get money 
at the legal rate of interest whenever 
they need it. This proposed legislation 
invokes the hostility of the great na- 
tional banking institutions because 
they regard it as inimical to their in- 
terests. Whosoever wants to worship 
at the slirine of money power will obey 
their behestn, but as a fnend of the 
people 1 believe that they will have 
more freedom and more money than 
national banks or even free coinage of 
^ver will ever give them. 

In answer to a question from Mr. 
Haughn, Mr. Oates said thnt, 
in bis opinion, no combination 
of private banks and bankers 
could have the power, under any cou- ' 
ditions, that the nationid banks pos- 
sens. 

Chairman SprinRer called the atten- 
tion of Mr. t)ates to the fact that the 
limitation in his bill restricting state 
banks to a circulation of {^5 per capita 
of population would add but $50,000,- 
000 to the currency of the country evcL 
if the largest possible amount waslssnsd 
and asked if he (Mr. OnteS) tiMMIght 
that was enough. 

Mr. Oates said that he bad based that 
upon a calculation regarding bis own 
state and thought it would be suf- 
ficient. "The people will get sufficient 
money some way,' he concluded. 

The committee then adjourned.

The manufacturers of UqooM 
were still more profuse in their philan- 
thropy. They furnished us with only 
$1,721, 608 worth, and paid forthe privilege 
of having onr trade $2,948,714. They 
pocketed a loss of $1,227,106, besides 
donating the liquor. 

But the generosity was not oonflned to 
the dealers and oonsnmers of tobacco and 
brandy. Foroigiicru have not only been 
generous, but they have been fpdlant. 
They have remembered the American 
women in a subst-antial manner. 

The foreign manufacturers of ladies' 
dress goods shipped oa thehr prodoots to 
the value of $16,630,371, upon which they 
paid duties to the amount of $16,458,243. 
They only retained the pitifal som of- 
$172,128 for aU thair traoUa and ex- 
pense. 

The manufactured woolen goods im- 
ported in 1892 were of the value of 
$35,702,905. The duties on these goods, 
as the record shows, were $34,293,606, 
which they were pleased to settle and 
rsaUie on all their importations only 
$1,500,000. 

The history of the whole world can not 
furnish greater examples of open-handed 
generosity and pure philanthropy. Was 
there ever any position so ridiculous and 
abaord as that dalmed by tha great 
apostle of protection, that foraigttan pay 
the duties?

IKON TRADE R &VIEW.

Olkvblanu, Sept. 30. — The Iron 
Trade Review says: 

The signs of improvement in the iron 
market, noted in the past three weeks, 
continue to increase, but at the same 
careful pace. In raw iron there hu; 
been somewhat freer trading. Chicago 
reports the beginning of a generally 
better movement, and tha change from 
the car lot and the 100>ton ordara of tiba 
summer is a welcome one. * 

The principal southern sellers are 
making an effort in the direction of 
better prices, and on some grades an 
Advance in quotations ranging from 25 
to 75 per cent has been made. The 
ehutting down of furnaces is beginning 
to tell, and there are predictions thiit 
the October report of stocks will show 
little, if any, increase. 

Eastern markets note no improve- 
ment in raw iron, reporting wesK and 
irregular prices, the consensus of sell- 
ers Deing that iron was never so hard 
to sell as it is today— low prioea being 
no indooamept nniew tha urtlolo is 
wanted. 

The scramble for business is apparent 
in the extremely low prices being 
made; even the eastern nonunion mills 
are forced to complain of the prices at 
wliich Pittsburg mills are taking busi- 
ness as evidenced by the winning bids in 
the contracts let last week tor 2,500 
tons of plates for the Bourse building 
at Philadelphia. They were several 
dollars per ton less than the bids of 
local tirms. 

Pittsburg reports indicate a better 
feeling and more of a disposition by 
buyers to consider quotations. Yet the 
faot remains that a deal of business ia 
being done at an actual loss, but the 
point with products is to reduce as 
much as poaslMet by«kaaBiBC ^ vamtar 
tion, the known oost of oomplaw in- 
activity. 

In soft steel there ia no improvement; 
billatmakers find no bottom to the 
market. In them there is no improve- 
mant, but some better prospect for 
ordan is reported, thf ' oontlngenoy be- 
ing* continued improvement in the 
money market.
